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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to the claims will not be 
entered because they raise new issues and would require further consideration and/or search. In particular, the amendments to the 
claims that "selecting a plurality of living biological cells in the body" requires further consideration and/or search. 
Therefore, the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 2 and 23-27 as being unpatentable over Kropf et al, in view of Shui et al. is upheld 
In regards to the Applicant's arguments, the Examiner will only address those arguments that do not pertain to the current amendments. 
The Applicant argues that the Applicant's claim and teach properties, functions and structural features of cerium oxide particles not known 
or taught by Kropf et al. alone or in combination with Shui et al., nor is a single application taught. 

The Examiner disagrees because as stated in the previous office action, the properties/function of the engineered nanoparticles of cerium 
oxide as disclosed in claims 2 and 23-27 are inherent because Kropf et al. teaches the nanoparticles of cerium oxide of the size 
approximately 2 to approximately 10 nm (see column 8, lines 29-32 and 34-36). Additionally, the single application is taught by Kropf et al. 
as a topical sunscreen composition (see column 3, line 48 and column 12 and 13, table 2).
